Recently at one of the luncheons of 
the City Club 
of Philadelphia 
there 
was read an extract from the 
auto- 
biography 
of 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
which was said to describe 
the first 
Instance 
of street 
cleaning 
by 
con- 
tract In Philadelphia. 
The incident Is 
Interesting also, however, as Illustrat- 
ing citizen 
In Its original 
simplicity. 
"One day." Franklin wrote, "1 found 
a poor Industrious man. who was 
will-in-g 
to undertake 
keeping the 
pave- 
ment clean 
by sweeping It twice 
a 
week, 
cp 
ylng off the dirt from 
be- 
fore all the neighbors' 
doors. 
Tor the 
sum 
of 
six-pen- 
per month, 
to 
be 
paid by each house. 
I then wrote and 
printed 
a paper setting forth the 
ad- 
vantages 
to the 
neighborhood 
that 
might be obtained 
by this small 
ex- 
pense. ... I sent one of these papers 
to each house, and In a day or two 
went around 
to see who 
would 
sub- 
scribe an agreement 
to pay these 
six- 
pences; 
It was unanimously 
signed, 
and for a time 
well executed. 
This 
raised a general desire to have all the 
streets paved, and made the people 
more 
willing 
to subscribe 
to a tax 
for that purpose."
